In the response, the appellant did noteaddhis Court’'s lack of
jurisdiction to entertain an interlocutory appeal the absence of
compliance with Rule 42.

(3) Absent compliance with Rule 42, the jurisdiatiof this Court
is limited to the review of final judgments of friaourts> An order is
deemed to be “final” if the trial court has cleadgclared its intention that
the order be the court’s “final act” in the cédse.

(4) It is apparent that the Family Court did notend its October
20, 2011 order to be its “final act” in the cag&s such, the Family Court’s
order is interlocutory. Because the appellant matsattempted to comply
with Rule 42, this Court has no jurisdiction to swmier his appeal and,
therefore, the appeal must be dismissed.

NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS ORDERED, pursuant to Supredairt
Rule 29(b), that this appeal is DISMISSED.
